At the present time, plans call for a total of 18 countries 
to be represented in the World Showcase at EPCOT and will be located 
around the first lagoon. Nine countries are now scheduled to 
operate permanent pavilions including the PRC, although that 
pavilion" V7ill only be partially completed at the time of EPCOT opening. 

The PRC at this time has only entered into a contract 
allowing film crews to photograph various scenes throughout the 
PRC that will be incorporated into a movie "China The Beautiful” 
to be presented in a 360 degree circle-vision theatre which is th 
main attraction of the -pavilion. 



EPCOT pavilions are owned by WDW and are being leased 
to foreign countries by square footage. 


AccordinotoJ [pavilions will be manned and 

operated by indivi ^ul^ of the same national origin as their respective 
country. VJDW to t aii^y support s that philosophy and has inaugurated 
a World Showcase Fellowship Program (WSFP) which encompasses countries 
or associations sponsoring students to assist in operating the 
pavilions. A $15,000 fee .will be charged whereby the WSFP 
student will be required to work 30 hours per week and devote be 

another 10 hours per week in education and training. b 7 c 


Housing for those students will be provided on the WDW 
complex as part of an international village being planned that will 
accommodate approximately 200 to 250 students. It is anticipated 
10 VJSFP students will be assigned to each pavilion. 


Concerning add itional cou ntries that will participate 
in EPCOT/World Showcase, | [advised approximately 2 years ago 

contact was established with the Soviet Union whose response at that 
time was lukewarm. The Soviets indicated they wished to make a 
political statement if they occupied a pavilion but apparently 
were "turned off" when WDW officials responded no country is being . 

permitted to make a political statement in connection with use of their 
pavilion . 

There are currently negotiations in various stages taking 
place with Israel, Spain, Brazil and the Netherlands concerning 
their entry into the World Showcase. Yugoslavia has also made inquiry 
to that possibility. 


Poland, who at one time expressed a definite interest in 
taking part in EPCOT, has not expressed any recent interest as it 
appears that country is currently going through a major political 
change .

cultural exchange. The WSFP is part of the program sanctioned by 
the International Communication Agency (ICA) and is designated as 
a J1 visa program with the understanding particioating students will 
.not «pnly be allowed to study while in the United" States but will be 
working at EPCOT. That student will not be considered a regular 
employee as he or she will be sponsored by a company, agency or 
government. 


I ... I commented that in addition to WSFP students 

operating the pavilions, part-time jobs will be made available to 
foreign nationals studying at colleges and universities throughout 
the United States. Jobs will also be offered to resident aliens 
and first generation Americans, in order to enhance the nationality 
of respective foreign pavilions. 

I [ stated, at this time details concerning manpower 

needs at tne frc pavilion are not known, noting PRC officials have been 
made privy to the WSFP. ■ . 


1 On 9/30/81, I (Protect Identity P^r Request) , 

I Manpower Plannxng ana jfxacement, advised that to his knowledge 

the PRC pavilion will be partially opened on 10/1/82, and will have 
a 360 degree circle-vision presentation "China The Beautiful", which 
depicts life in the PRC. Restaurants and shops as part of that pavilion 
will open at a later date. 

At the present time it is anticipated 6 or 7 employees will 
operate the PRC pavilion. Those employees will either be WSFP students 
or U.S. citizens of Chinese origin. Specific details concerning those 
employees as well as additional employees needed in the future unknown, 
at this time. 


I [ advised there will definitely be an international 

village located on the Wdw complex that will provide housing for WSFP 
students. 

OBSERVATIONS; 

Tampa is currently submitting above under terrorism asoect 
relative to current FCI responsibilities of the FBI as all of the 
countries planning to be represented at. EPCOT have terrorist groups 
operating within or outside their borders, and it is felt EPCOT as 
well as WDW will not be immune to that type of activity.^ 

Full imp^t and resulting ramifications of EPCOT operations 
at this time is no^ fully known, however, it is recognized and

anticipated that problems involving protection’ of foreign officials 
(PFO) and hostile intelligence service (HIS) activities will possibly 
evolve and place additional demand on the Tampa Division/ specifically, 
the Orlando Resident Agency.

The information presented in this document was gathered 
from contacts with several assets and U. S'. Persons during the 
period February 1, 1982, through August 12, 1982. This information 
is presented in narrative form to aid in readability as in many 
cases the information was compiled from interviews of more than 
one source. When information is presented that was gathered by 
only one source, then that source is identified at the end of 
the narrative. All sources have furnished reliable information 
in the past or were in a position^to furnish the information. 

PRELIMINARY CONTACT WITH PRC “REPRESENTATIVES T 

The Board of Directors of the Knoxville International 
Energy Exhibit (KIEE) had initially hoped to attract the Soviet 
Union and China as exhibitors to the 1982 World's Fair. When 
the Soviet Union failed to commit its presence at the fair, KIEE 
felt that if China did not participate the 1982 World's Fa,ir would 
fail as an international exhibition. Much effort was therefore 
expended to make the fair attractive to the Chinese. 

Two major problems were encountered at the outset. One, 
the PRC has no international currency. Therefore, it would be > 
necessary to find someone or some company with the necessary / It 
capital to back a Chinese exhibit. Secondly, there is a ^ /OOO^ (^ ///^^ 
year old tradition, in China that is based, possibly on class, 
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as a result there are many business families in China who have 
amassed great wealth and great position. Because of their wealth 
and position/ it is not traditional for them to make contacts on 
their own with people that they consider to be "a lower class /" 
i.e./ anyone who is not Chinese/ such as occidentals. For 
this purpose, the Chinese have developed a business system 
wherein they use go-betweens to help bring together business 
deals. These go-betweens are of "lesser class" than the 
Chinese businessmen, but it is their duty to help consummate 
business transactions. It is a fact that there are some 
families in China who are nothing but brokers and have amassed 
huge fortunes doing nothing but being go-betweens in business 
deals . 


As far as the World's Fair was conoernedy these two 
problems were solved by one man, Mr. Kin W. poon ( jPAN Chien-hu a)^, 
a New York businessman and an Americ3!fr*tfirt5*zen^^ 
operates several New York restaurants. Mr. Pobn not only acts 
as a go-between in business deals between the Chinese and 
American or other Chinese businesses, but he alsolhas a great 
deal of wealth to furnish capitalization for a Chinese exhibit. 
Ultimately, it was through the concerted efforts of Mr. Boon' 
that Knoxville, Tennessee, was able to attract the Chinese to 
the World's Fair. (All of above information furnished June 17, 
1982, by KX T-1.) 

On February 20, 1981, a delegation from the PRC, 
consisting of four members, came to the United States to discuss 
the Chinese participation at the World's Fair. After spending 
two days in Nashville, they arrived in Knoxville on February 22, 
where they remained until February 25, 1981. This delegation 
was made up of the following individuals:

The president of KIEE had 

1 Jwhen he was in China. All members of the 

delegation were described as brilliant/ humble/ and appreciative 
people/ whose interest was in bettering the living conditions 
of the people in China by promoting tourism and exposing 
Chinese culture through participation in the 1982 World's Fair. 
They indicated that there is a chronic housing shortage in 
China/ but there is no shortage of food. They had no outside 
contacts other than those persons who had been previously 
arranged to participate in their tour and they stayed together 
at all times. ^ They retired early and they arose early in the 
morning. Similarly/ there were no long-distance telephone 
calls charged to the rooms of any of the four delegation 
members (KX T-2 March 11/ 1981). 


Tn addition to stops , in San Ffancisco/ the delegation 
visited Seattle/ Washington/ where they took a tour of the 
Seattle World |s Fair site. While in Seattle/ a Memorandum 
of Understanding was signed by the delegation with the President 
of the KIEE/ which restated items previously included in .the 
Letter of Intent which had been signed in October/ 1980. This 
Memorand\rn of Understanding allows thirty days for final 
negotiation regarding Chinese participation in the fair. It 
is noted that this thirty-day period could be expanded. The 
delegation indicated with the change of U. S. Presidents/ 
they were Unsure as to whether the invitation issued by 
President Carter was still valid. It was agreed to request 
President Reagan to reissue the invitation although the 
delegation was assured that their invitation was still valid. 

The Memorandum of Understanding verifies their intention to 
participate in the fair and their plan to offer specific items 
in their exhibit. One of these items is a 100-meter section 
of the Great Wall of China/ which they plan to leave in 
Knoxville/ Tennessee, after the fair is completed. At this 
point in time/ the delegation was still looking for American 
corporations with ties to the PRC to assist in funding for 
their participation. (KX T-2 March 11/ 1981).

New York/ New York. 
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James Ying, born March 3, 1914, in Shanghai, China, 
currently resides with his wife at Sands Point, Nassau County, 

New York. He is the owner of three gift shops, the Temple 
Garden restaurant, and the. Great China International Travel 
Tours. He is a prominent ethnic Chinese restaurant businessman, 
who is a close acquaintance of several prominent officials 
posted at the Peoples Republic of China to the United Nations 
(PRCMUN) . He is currently president of the Sino-American 
Chamber of Commerce in Chinatown and a financial advisor to 
the Hip Hsing Association. During May, 1981, he pledged a 
large sum of money to the Society of American Chinese Association 
(SACA ) , t hereafter , becoming an hono rary president of SACA. 

During the past several years, KX T-3 has reoorted that 
James Ying has acted as an intermediary on behalf of the PRC 
Government in efforts to purchase property in New York, Houston, 
and San Francisco to house future Chinese commercial and/or 
diplomatic establishments. In addition, Ying has participated 
in several World's Fair events in New York, 1964, Canada, 1967, 
and San Antonio, Texas, 1968.

By April's, 1982, the PRC delegation had rented 
apartments at the Timbercrest apartment complex on Elderberry 
Drive, Knoxville, Tennessee. These duplex apartments exist 
side by side and are numbered consecutively with consecutive 
odd numbers from 8101 through 8117. The PRC delegation no 

longer resides at the Falling Leaves Court a ddress, but 

I have moved in to apartment | 
telephone The remaining apartments will 

be occupied by twenty-eight of the Chinese workers who will 
arrive April 11, 1982, and the ten or eleven who will arrive 
April 22, 1982. This would bring the total PRC delegation 
to forty-one or forty-two by the end of April (KX T-2 April 5, 
1982) .

Inasmuch as the Chinese had never participated in 
an international exposition of this nature before, they had 
made no allowances for transportation. Consequently, a 
considerable eimount of time was spent by members of the 
delegation with the directors of KIEE to solve the problem 
of transporting the Chinese workers between Elderberry Drive 
and the fair site. The problem was solved in this manner:- 

The majority of the Chinese personnel are transported 
by bus, which is operated by Skyline Transportation, Knoxville, 
Tennessee. The bus picks up the Chinese personnel at their 
residence at about 9:00 to 9:30 a.m. , daily and transports 
them to the fair site. The bus returns and takes them back 
to their residence after the fair closes at 10:00 p.m. , each 

night. Additionally, KIEE provides a driver and a station 

wagon for the two highest ranking Chinese personnel, | 

|of the Chinese pavilion, and | 

the Public Relati ons ma n and interpreter, would 

also be allowed to accompany | | or l I with them in the 

station wagon (KX T-2 May 6, 1982) . 
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The Chinese pavilion employees work thirteen to 
fourteen hours per day seven days a week. The workers do 
not leave the pavilion even to eat the midday or evening meal. 
On a rotating basis, one or two of the employees stays at 


6 




the Elderberry residence where they cook for the remaining 
employees at the pavilion. At lunch time, the station wagon 
is sent to pick up the food and transport it to the pavilion. 

The rigors of this fourteen-hour schedule by the 
workers proved to be difficult. The Chinese had failed to 
bring enough people to handle the pavilion to allow for 
shift changes. Therefore, all employees were working from 
9:00 to 9:30 each morning until 10:00 to 10:30 each evening, 
seven days a week with no time off. To alleviate this 
problem, KIEB has provided additional transportation which 
will allow five employees at a time to go to the .Great Smoky 
Mountains National Park, forty miles from Knoxville, Tennessee, 
to relax and enjoy themselves. Each day five different employees 
are allowed to make this trip in this manner;. each group of 
five employees is able to go to the mountains approximately 
once each week.
